American Book concern. Were it not 
'for these coincidencea I would Bym 
pathize with the Commercial News, as I 
did with the Examiner, for being the 
dupe of eome irresponsible lunatic. Foi 
the tale unfolded in the Commercia 
News ia etill more extraordinary for its 
mendacity and tin troth fulness than the 
one rotated in the Examiner, and con- 
science knows that ie anperflaoas, if not 
impossible. 


,1 have it from pretty good authority 


that the author of these libels is an ex- 
commiaBioner of labor etutietica, and 


' that does away with the theory of im- 


becility, which is inevitably the flrat im- 
pression, one receives, if one ia at all 
familiar with the facts, on reading the 
latest remarkable ptodnction. 
only remains then the alternative of 
malicious minriprouentaUou, for selfish, 
pecuniary purposes. 


It would eoem at first blueh as though 


the American Book concern couldn't af- 
ford (o nae euch blnnt toole in hacking at 
the state printing office. But they have 
been engaged in the wrecking business 
too long not to know the moat effective 
•weapons for each emergency. 
They 


know that Btartliog and mendacious as- 
sertions, backed by an array of figures 
made to lie cunningly by an unscrupu- 
lous accountant, will reach many quar- 
ters where contradiction may come too 
late, if it comes at all. 


They also know that their lies will' he 


readily absorbed aud promulgated by 
everv envious and prejudiced mind. Bat 
after all, what will it all avoil? The 
truth must prevail when it can be HO 
readily demonstrated; when the legis- 
lature, the body sought to be peculiarly 
hoodwinked, IB but a utop from the door 
of the state printer, whose records He 
open-so that all who run may read. 


Armed with this interesting "Journal 


of Civilization," I went to the state 
printing office today and made dome 
comparisons. It was the same old utory 
as in the Examiner case—deliberate, 
malacioas, mendacious falsification. It 
is hardly too much to eay that in the 
whole labored article o( the News, con- 
taining scores of Illustrations, there is 
not one premise honestly stated, one 
conclusion logically arrived at. The re- 
cult ie a distorted, perverted mase of 
nonsense. 


The News says: "The visitor to tho 


office of our state printer finde some- 
thing quite remarkable in the record of 
"work done. Here la a sample:

"The expert accountant will struggle 


in vain to ma ho an arithmetical fooling 
of $118 from two items of $-1.50 each, 
and must draw upon his imagination for 
a certain portion of the $97,000 paid to 
compositors to supply the omitted Horn 
of printing." 


As a -matter of fact the expert <ic- 


conntant would struggle, if not com- 
pletely knocked out by surprise, to 
imagine why the knave or fool who cop- 
ied this from, the record did oot run his 
fingers along the line until he cnmo to 
headings "composition" aud "press 
work," containing the principal items of 
coat, and which would havft completed 
the account and fooled up the total as 
Riven, $113. 


Again, the "expert accountant" of tho 


book concern says: "In like manner 
the insurance preliminary report of 1892 
is recorded—(iOQ copies 18 pagee, etock 
14.50, binding $7.50, total $125. The an- 
nual report of 1801 of the insurance 
eomrataaioner, of 128 pages, 800 copies 
printed, is charged with stock (48, bind- 
ing and electrotyping $112, total $930. 


Now, when yon go to the record and 


find the proper amounts far composi- 
tion, press work ami all tha other items 
of coat under their proper headings, acd 
the total foots up just right, and these, 
items are All iu their proper place in the 
same lino reaching clear across the 
page, what are you to th.nk of the crea- 
ture who deliberately notes down the 


. items of stock, binding and electrotyp- 
iuj, and omits the balance and the prin- 
cipal onea? Is he a candidate for San 
Quentln, or simply crazy? 


In the Bima way comparisons are 


made of the coat of California atate work 
with the cost of eastern state work, tbe 
writer knowing nothing about the facts 
in either case, and jumping to erroneous 
conclusions with the same abandon and 
eang froid which distinguishes his falai- 
tion of the records. 


The Commercial News is printed by 


the Commercial Publishing company and 
winds up its tirade by a proposal to do 
the state printing which has cost $219,- 
<J40.05 for $50,000, about the coat of the 
white paper used. I would be poetical 
justice If tbe concern were put under 
bonds and compelled to do the work for 
that sum, but it probably could not get 
the plant to start with now that the book- 
concern is down on its luck. 


The state printing office is an expens- 


ive luxury—far too expensive. But the 
fault lies in the system, not in the con- 
duct of the ofHco. There is no stealing 
going on. The commissions with their 
voluminous and sometimes unneces- 
sary 
reports 
are 
r*sporsible 
for 


much of the expense; the legislature, 
witb its ftood of useless bills, IB responsi- 
ble for much; the system which allows 
legislators to force aupcrfloug and often- 
times incompetent men on the office, 
ought to be abolished. These are pilpa- 
blc and legitimate rpforms which the 
preBB of the state should urge in the in- 
terest of the public good; but to attempt 
to work the institution from eel fish mo- 
tivee, in ttie interest of an unscrupulous 
monopoly which would throttle the very 
children of ttie commonwealth, is a de- 
creo ol turpitude which oncht to bo far 
below thu level of respectable journalism.
